* made in the Men's Soci.il work 
throughout the German Territory.

In 
two at least regular meetings are held 
each week, led by a specially appoint- 
ed Local Officer. In StoJIberg the 
Comrade who conducts these gather- 
ings is the head warden of the prison. 
During a recent month Officers dealt 
and prayed with 131 prisoners and 
distributed 6'S9 copies of the "War 
Cry." 

The German "War Cry" we are glad 
to learn, is rapidly recovering from 
the loss experienced during the re- 
cent financial crisis, and a weekly 
circulation of nearly 23.400 has been 
reached.

The Effects of Baths on Your Heart 
By Charles A. L. Reed, M. I). 

ANCE a man came to me with the

The hislorv of this casi- shows thai 
for many years be had liei-n probably 
carrying about his teeth or tonsils an 
infection lliaf had evidently nivTii him 
some trouble about his heart, A year 
previously be bad very distinct trouble 
of this sort, since thru lie had had the 
shortness of breath that he complained 
of following his habitual cold plunge in 
the morning. 

Examination proved that be had a 
dilated heart. 

He was making it worse every morning 
by subjecting it to the shock of the cold 
plunge and for the time being imposing 
upon it about double work. 

Why was this true? 

The answer to this question is found in 
the action of the extremes of temperature 
upon the surface of the body. 

The first of these effects may be noticed 
by you when you step [ram a warm room 
into a cold outside atmosphere, particular- 
Iv if yoii leave your hands exposed to the 
air aiid if vou happen to be dad in rather 
light clothing. 

The first thing vou notice is rather an 
exhilarating sensation due to the deep 
breath of cold air. in a little while you 
find yourself slill taking dee]) breaths. 

Now yon always take deep breaths to 
supply oxygen for some unusoal purpose 
or to "meet some unusual demand. 

The next thing you notice is that your 
hands have become bleached. This shows 
that the first result of the impart of cold 
on the nerves c.f the skill is to contract the 
capillaries, tile little blond-vessels of the 
surface. When these blood-vessels are 
contracted the blood that is within them 
is driven toward the inter'or of the body. 
This forces the heart to work a little- 
more rapidly to keep circulating in the 
lessened capacity of the arteries and veins.

This is because 
the blood is driven out of Uiem 35 the 
result of the secondary action of heat. 

Now, don't you see, ii you shock your 
whole body in this way for a long time you 
will have a similar effect on your entire 
surface and that you will thus impose an 
extraordinarily big task upon the heart? 

You sec. there fore, that if you want to 
save your heait from an extraordinary 
strain in bathing you ought to avoid the 
extremes of temperature. 

It is better to take a neutral bath from 
08 to 101 F., for which purpose you must 
have a proper thermometer to determine 
the temperature of the water in your tub. 

Baths of extreme temperature have such 
a pronounced effect upon the body that 
they should be considered medicinal and 
ought, therefore, to be taken only on the 
advice of your physician.
